NEW YORK Android now is the most-used smart phone op- 
erating system in the US.— a stunning race to the top from 
a platform that didn’t exist just 25 months ago. 

Nearly one-third, or 31.2 percent, of US. smart phones 
ran Google’s Android OS in January, according to a 
study released Monday by comScore. That outpaced the 
30.4 percent of smart phone owners who use BlackBerry 
devices, which are made by Research in Motion. 

Google now activates 350,000 Android devices each day 
and there are more than 170 smart phones and tablets run- 
ning Android, according to the search giant. Here’s how 
quickly Android went from fledgling operating system to 
king of smart phones.

SAN FRANCISCO How is it that a com- 
pany that’s been making electronics 
in white for at least a decade can’t 
produce an iPhone 4 in that color? 

Apple added another layer to that 
puzzle last week, when it announced 
that the iPad 2 would come in both 
white and black models. 

Apple CEO Steve Jobs, who un- 
veiled both products, made a nod 
to the iPhone flub at Wednesday’s 
event. 

"We’ll be shipping white from 
Day 1,” he said with emphasis, to 
laughs from the audience. 

At least two key factors have pre- 
vented Apple from shipping a white 
version of the newest iPhone, Apple 
employees said. 

The device takes poor-quality pho- 
tos when the camera’s flash is used, 
and the white materials make the 
proximity sensor less reliable, Apple 
co-founder Steve Wozniak said. 

"The early parts Apple made were 
defective. So Apple decided not to 
put them out,” Wozniak said in an in- 
terview with Engadget. "I took a pic- 
ture with flash and without; the one 
with flash was ... like I took it through 
cellophane.”

Oak Park is trying to make the CTA 
more colorful. 

The Oak Park Area Arts Council is 
seeking applications from artists to paint 
four murals on the walls near the Oak 
Park and Harlem/Lake Green Line stops. 

Applications are due Tuesday, andean 
be foxmd online at bitly/oakparkCTA. Se- 
lected artists will receive $500 for materi- 
als and $500 upon project completion, 
which is slated for April 22, Earth Day 

The ultimate goal of the program. Oak 
Park officials say is to cover the length 
of the Green Line corridor from Harlem 
Avenue to Austin Boxxlevard in art. 

“The goal is just to beautify, to make 
something attractive out of something that’s really just kind of bor- 
ing, not appealing to look at all,” said Camille Wilson White, council 
executive director. “Hopefully it will be like a destination; people will 
travel out to see the mural walls.” 

Oak Park is not alone in trying to dress up the CTA. 

Residents of the 49 th Ward, which includes parts of Rogers Park, 
Edgewater and West Ridge, voted last year to use $84,000 in the 
ward’s budget for the installation of 12 murals on CTA and Metra 
underpasses. A 13th mural later became part of the plan. 

Creation of six Red Line murals is expected to begin when the 
weather warms up, perhaps next month or early May, said Luis Klein, 
a budget assistant to Aid. Joe Moore (49th). Klein said he hopes the 
murals will be completed by mid-June. 

As part of the project, four murals at the Metra underpasses were 
finished during the fall, Klein said. 

The appearance and structure of CTA bridges is not a new concern 
among Chicago-area residents. 

Two Evanston aldermen told the CTA board at a November meet- 
ing that some Evanston businesses don’t see much foot traffic because 
visitors don’t want to walk under viaducts that look “old and unsafe.” 

The CTA agrees that the infrastructure needs work and the agency 
allocated $18 million in state capital funding in its 2011 budget to fix 
Purple Line viaducts and retaining walls. 

Also in its proposed Red and Purple line modernization project this 
year, the CTA called for major repairs or complete overhaul of Red 
and Purple line viaducts in a few of its suggested plans. Some of these 
proposals were panned by North Side and Evanston residents because 
they included station closures.

While 
McDonald’s has ceded to Subway its position as the fast food chain with the most 
stores worldwide, it’s still killing it in terms of cash flow RedEye takes a look at the 
relative merits of the two food giants.

In the war for fast-food dominance, Subway has won at least one battle against 
McDonald’s. 

The sandwich chain has officially surpassed the burger joint as the world’s 
largest restaurant chain— at least in terms of locations. 

At the end of last year, Subway had about 33,700 restaurants worldwide, 
compared to Oak Brook-based McDonald’s roughly 32,700. The burger giant 
disclosed its year-end store count in a Securities and Exchange Commission 
filing late last month. 


The race for global dominanc 
is an important one for fast food, 
an industry that is crowded in 
the U.S. High unemployment 
and economic uncertainty 
have battered the restaurant 
business, and chains are in- 
creasingly looking overseas for 
growth, particularly in Asia. 

Take Starbucks for example. 

The coffee slinger said it plans to 
triple its number of outlets in China. 
Meanwhile, the parent of Dunkin’ Donuts 
and Baskin-Robbins has plans to open 
thousands of new outlets in China in com- 
ing years as well as its first stores in Vietnam 
in the next 18 months. Subway just opened 
its i,oooth location in Asia, including its 
first in Vietnam. 

Subway, which opened its first interna- 
tional restaurant in 1984, in Bahrain, ex- 
pects its number of international restau- 
rants to exceed its domestic ones by 2020, 
says Don Fertman, the company’s chief de- 
velopment officer. The chain currently has 
a little more than 24,000 restaurants in the 
U.S., where it generated $10.5 billion of its 
$15.2 billion in revenue last year. 

The company owned by Doctor’s Asso- 
ciates, does not disclose its profits. 

Of course, McDonald’s is still the leader 
when it comes to sales. The burger chain re- 
ported $24 billion in revenue last year. “We 
remain focused on listening to and serving 
our customers, and are committed to be- 
ing better, not just bigger,” a McDonald’s 


spokeswoman said. 

Subway, which surpassed the number of 
McDonald’s in the U.S. about nine years 
ago, expects China to eventually become 
one of its largest markets. The sandwich 
shop has only 199 restaurants in China now, 
but expects to have more than 500 by 2015. 

Subway has achieved its rapid growth, in 
part, by opening outlets in non-traditional 
locations such as an automobile showroom 
in California, an appliance store in Brazil, 
a ferry terminal in Seattle, a riverboat in 
Germany, a zoo in Taiwan, a Goodwill store 
in South Carolina, a high school in Detroit 
and a church in Buffalo, N. Y. 

“We’re continually looking at just about 
any opportunity for someone to buy a sand- 
wich, wherever that might be. The closer 
we can get to the customer, the better,” 
Fertman said, explaining that it now has 
almost 8,000 Subways in unusual locations. 
“The non-traditional is becoming tradi- 
tional.”

App knows if the Edens is 
stopped— and reroutes you

Searching for a fast route around traffic congestion 
might seem like a lost cause in the Chicago area, but 
Google is giving it a shot. 

Google Maps Navigation on Monday introduced an 
update to its driving directions software that uses real- 
time traffic information to recommend routes. 

Google previously generated the route based solely 
on the shortest mileage to a destination. It also woxxld 
generate alternative directions, such as one that uses 
highways instead of city streets. 

The revised program taps into current conditions 
on the roads to try to route drivers around the worst 
backups because the shortest distance often is not the 
fastest way 

The new program works automatically on the 
Google Navigation app on mobile devices or at maps. 
google.com. 

Up to two routes are offered. They show the mileage 
and travel times based on actual conditions at the mo- 
ment, officials said. One might be a shorter distance, 
while another could be more miles but perhaps a faster 
trip because of lighter traffic congestion. 

For instance, a trip itinerary from downtown Chi- 
cago to Elmhurst might recommend taking the Eisen- 
hower Expressway (Interstate 290) part of the way if 
that is the quickest trip. But if the Ike is backed up 
and traffic flow is better on the Kennedy Expressway 
(Interstate 90/94), the program might suggest taking 
the Kennedy almost to O’Hare and switching over to 
the south Tfi-State Tollway (Interstate 294), Google 
spokesman Jake Parrillo said. 

The program calculates traffic conditions and comes 
up with the preferred routings by culling speed, loca- 
tion and other travel data that drivers using the Google 
mobile app voluntarily agree to share by enabling the 
“My Location” service on their phone, Parrillo said. 
The drivers’ identities remain anonymous, he said. 

Of course, other trip-planning services also offer 
mapping based on traffic conditions. 

“We think ours is going to be pretty accurate based 
on the scale of Google users to create a real-time 
glimpse of what is happening on the roads,” Parrillo 
said. 

But drivers should keep in mind that a host of factors 
—a sudden crash or a poHce car parked on the roadside 
with its emergency Lights flashing, for instance— can 
render the “real time” traffic data meaningless.

The Cubs want to stage weekend festivals 
on Sheffield Avenue during three popular 
series this summer, a team official said 
Monday 

The idea is to close Sheffield from Ad- 
dison Street to Waveland Avenue on the 
east side of Wrigley Field for most of the 
day from Friday through Sunday on three 
weekends in June, July and August. The 
closures would coincide with when the 
Cubs face the New ^rk Tankees, White 
Sox and St. Louis Cardinals, said "^lly 
Hayward, chief of sales and marketing for 
the club. 

Tickets would not be needed to get into 
the area, where family entertainment, 
food and drink would be offered, he said. 
Baseball-themed entertainment could 
include meeting players, a radar booth to 
measure the speed of pitches thrown by 
festival-goers or seventh-inning stretch 
participation via an iPod app. 

“It’s really a great opportunity to create 
an atmosphere that’s family oriented be- 
fore, during and after the game,” Hayward 
said. The festivals would be Hke others 
staged during the summer throughout the 
city, he added. 

The Cubs organization is discussing the 
idea with local community groups, busi- 
nesses and city officials and has yet to ap- 
ply for a permit, Hayward said. 

Hayward said the events would be 
similar to the turning of Sheffield into 
“Wildcat Way” during the Northwestern 
University Wildcats vs. University of Il- 
linois football game in November. That 
event proved very successful for local mer- 
chants, he said. 

Aid. Thomas Tunney (44th), who could 
have the final say in whether the festivals 
take place, said he had several reservations 
about the proposal, including whether 
to allow a three-day festival for the Cubs 
when other groups haven’t been given sim- 
ilar rights and whether it would draw busi- 
ness away from Clark Street merchants. 

“We have to have a real serious sitdown” 
that includes Cubs officials, neighborhood 
groups and local business to discuss the pro- 
posal, he said. “We have enough festivals 
here in the 44th Ward, period, and parades.” 
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Family of 
teen slain 
at party 
asks for 
justice

The family of an 1 8 -year-old man 
shot and killed at a West Side 
party over the weekend is asking 
for information to help catch the 
gunman. 

“There were over loo people 
at the party so somebody should 
have seen something go on,” 
said Sonya Burks, the mother of 
Devin Dyer. 

Dyer was killed and three oth- 
ers were injured during a gang-re- 
lated shooting at a party Saturday 
night in an apartment in Austin, 
Chicago police said. 

Burks said people have been 
afraid to come forward with in- 
formation. 

“We have a killer on the streets 
running loose,” she said. 

Friends said Dyer did not usu- 
ally attend neighborhood parties, 
but he decided to join some bud- 
dies at a 21 St birthday celebration 
on the 5900 block of West Thom- 
as Street. He had been there only 
a short time when shots rang out 
inside the crowded third-floor 
apartment about 11:55 p-m., po- 
lice said. 

Four people were wounded, in- 
cluding Dyer, who was shot in the 
face. He later was pronounced 
dead at Loyola University Hospi- 
tal in Maywood, according to the 
Cook County medical examiner’s 
office. 

It was unclear whether Dyer 
was the intended target inside the 
packed apartment, but police said 
Dyer didn’t appear to have a gang 
affiliation. His family and friends 
also denied any gang ties. 

“Everybody loved my son,” said 
Dyer’s father, Catrell Dyer. 

No arrests had been made as of 
Monday evening, police said. 

The family is asking anyone 
with information to contact au- 
thorities. 

“I just need justice for my son,” 
Catrell Dyer said.

Fuel costs ground 
United’s growth

With fuel costs soaring, the parent company of United 
Airlines said Monday that it is curtailing growth plans for 
2011 and cutting its domestic flying more deeply than it 
had planned. 

United Continental Holdings Inc. said that its system- 
wide capacity would remain flat for the year, and that it 
would curb capacity by offering fewer flights on some 
routes, exiting less-profitable routes and postponing the 
start of some new flights, such as planned service from 
Newark, N.J., to Cairo slated to launch this spring. 

Chicago-based United is the third major domestic car- 
rier to put the brakes on growth for 2011 as jet fuel prices 
hit the stratosphere. American Airlines and Delta Air 
Lines Inc. also have said they are tightening controls on 
capacity 


Airlines, like other transportation industries, have 
been squeezed as crude oil prices have spiked in recent 
weeks due to unrest in the Middle East. 

But carriers also are facing near-record refinery costs 
for jet fuel as aging U.S. refineries have reduced capacity 
this year. 

Airlines have responded by raising ticket prices and 
slapping large fuel surcharges on longer flights. Passen- 
gers to Paris and most other European cities pay an added 
$400 round-trip fuel bill in addition to their base air fare, 
according to bestfares.com. 

United’s new plan, unveiled Monday, is to increase 
overseas capacity by 2.5 percent to 3.5 percent and slash 
domestic flying by 1.5 percent to 2.5 percent. 

United said it also is studying dropping fuel-inefficient 
aircraft from its fleet.

day,” Russell Rosenberg, the vice chair- 
man of the Washington, D.C.-based Na- 
tional Sleep Foundation, said in a state- 
ment. 

Nearly 95 percent of people questioned 
in an NSF study said they used some type 


of electronics in the hour before going to 
bed, and about two-thirds admitted they 
do not get enough sleep during the week. 

Charles Czeisler, of Harvard Medical 
School and Brigham and Women’s Hos- 
pital in Boston, said exposure to artificial 
light before going to bed can increase 
alertness and suppress the release of mela- 
tonin, a sleep-promoting hormone. 

“Technology has invaded the bedroom,” 
Czeisler said. “Invasion of such alerting 
technologies into the bedroom may con- 
tribute to the high proportion of respon- 
dents who reported they routinely get less 
sleep than they need.” 



U.S. apologizes to Afghans 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
on Monday offered his personal 
apology to Afghanistan President Hamid 
Karzai for the killings of nine Afghan boys 
last week in a NATO-led helicopter attack 
targeting insurgents, saying the incident 
“breaks our hearts.”

NATO has launched around-the-clock 
surveillance flights of Libya as it considers 
various options for dealing with escalating 
violence in the war-torn country, Ameri- 
ca’s ambassador to the organization told 
reporters Monday 

Representatives of key Western pow- 
ers also highlighted the possibility of es- 
tablishing a no-fly zone in Libya— part 
of growing campaign to break strongman 
Moammar Gadhafi’s grip on power. 

British, French and U.S. officials were 
working on a draft text that includes lan- 
guage on a no-fly zone, diplomatic sources 
at the UN. told CNN. 

The language in the text will deal with 
triggers rather than timelines for taking 
such a step, one diplomat noted. If gross 
violations of human rights are committed, 
the diplomat added, the elements of the 
text could be quickly turned into a resolu- 
tion. 


‘Birther’ case rejected 

The Supreme Court has again re- 
jected an appeal from a “birther” 
proponent questioning the citizenship of 
President Obama. The justices Monday 
turned aside without comment a request 
for a rehearing of various claims, after 
dismissing the original appeal in late 
January. 

Zimbabwe charges activists 

A court in Harare, Zimbabwe, ruled 
Monday that six of 45 political and 
civil society activists arrested last month 
on charges of plotting to topple President 
Robert Mugabe in a Tunisian-Egyptian 
style uprising face a trial on treason charg- 
es and could be executed if convicted.

Coaches worry It’s what they do. 

In this regard, Tom Thibodeau is no different, even 
if he frets as intensely as the best. 

Then again, even with the Bulls’ 85-77 victory over 
the Hornets on Monday night at United Center, 
Thibodeau’s most consistent lamentation is well- 
founded. 

The Bulls simply aren’t playing with enough speed 
on offense. 

Granted, it may be nitpicking given their defense 
is so strong, as evidenced by another airtight per- 
formance. The Hornets, playing without Chris Paul 
(concussion), shot 36.3 percent in the Bulls’ ninth 
straight home victory and failed to score in the final 
3 minutes, 19 seconds. 

But Thibodeau knows to win a championship— 
even in the lower-scoring, more halfcourt-oriented 
style that defines playoff basketball— the Bulls need 
to pick up the pace. 


ROSE FOR THREE-FINALLY 

Derrick Rose snapped a string of 19 straight missed 
3-pointers when he sank one at the 4:02 mark of the 
third quarter. “He has to have a balance,” Thibodeau 
said. “Sometimes it’s the right shot for him. 
Sometimes they’re heaves, end of the clock, and 
he’s stuck with it. As long as he works on it, it’ll come 
back around for him. He put a lot of time into it.” 



“I want us to play with more pace,” he said. “We 
have to have that balance of inside-out play post-ups, 
drives and catch-and-shoot plays.” 

The Bulls hadn’t won nine straight home games 
since taking 10 straight from Feb. 28-April ii, 1998. 
They also improved to 19-9 against winning teams 
and 27-4 at home. 

Derrick Rose built on, ahem, a slow start by scoring 
18 of his 24 points after halftime.

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Lupe Fiasco

001 (Atlantic Records) 

“Things are getting out of control,” sings 
Chicago native Lupe Fiasco on “Letting Go,” 
the opening track to the rapper’s long-awaited 
follow-up to 2007’s “The Cool.” It’s a fitting 
opening: “L.A.S.E.R.S.” developed into an 
extensive battle between Fiasco and his label, 
Atlantic Records, eventually resulting in a 
more than 32,000-fan petition and protest in 
Newark to argue for the album’s release. 

At last, “L.A.S.E.R.S.” is here and it sounds, 
as was probably inevitable in the battle 
between an MC who wants to satisfy his cre- 
ativity and a label that wants radio hits, like a 
compromise. One moment Fiasco’s skewering 
the lack of variety and integrity on what he 
dubs “State Run Radio;” the next his verses on 
“Break the Chain” (featuring Eric Turner and 
Sway) are getting lost behind the generic cho- 
rus tackled by someone other than the star. 


Anything other than Fiasco’s fearless social 
consciousness (and willingness to address 
the challenging creation of the album itself) 
diminishes “L.A.S.E.R.S.,” whether it’s John 
Legend on album closer “Never Forget You” 
or Trey Songz appearing on “Out of My 
Head,” a poppy song that sounds exactly like 
what Fiasco was trying to avoid. On tracks like 
“Words I Never Said” (which takes on Glenn 
Beck and President Obama alike) and “Till I 
Get There,” however. Fiasco’s ability to own 
a great hook in service of an actual message 
reigns supreme. ‘AH Black Everything,” in 
which Fiasco imagines the world if African- 
Americans got paid for slavery is arguably an 
even bolder, more powerful statement. 

So the choppy “L.A.S.E.R.S.” isn’t 
consistently fascinating and balanced, just 
a sporadically compelling purge of Fiasco’s 
brain and his several-years-long struggle to 
reintroduce it to the masses.
